That means a $2,000 mortgage is 
the maximum on which fifty percent 
exemption is allowed.

NATIVE OF INDIA 
SPEAKS HERESUNDAY 


Alpheus J. Sampson Explains Edu­ 
cational and Religious Progress 
of His Country 


S P E A K S AT ST. PAU L S CHURCH 


Alpheus J. Sampson, a native of 
India, lectured last night at the St. 
Paul’s ML E. church, his subject be­ 
ing, “India 
in 
the 
Making.” 
Mr. 
Sampson illustrated his lecture with 
lantern slides and he gave some very 
interesting faets concerning the life 
in India. 
Mr. Sampson was born in Calcut­ 
ta and was educated in the schools 
in that city, receiving his college ed­ 
ucation in this country. 
His father 
was a natve minister of the Method­ 
ist faith and his grandfather was a 
priest of tl»e Hindu 
faith, 
having 
been converted. 
The 
lecture 
last 
night dwelt with the social, educa­ 
tional and religious life of 
India. 
He maintains that there ¡s no other 
country in the Oriental world that 
affords a greater interest and deep­ 
er study for the western mind than 
India. 
The sermon 
last night explained 
the educational 
and religious pro­ 
gress 
that the country had made*, 
the transforming 
power of modern 
civilization and Christianity; the in­ 
fluence of caste and education, illus­ 
trated with instances, observations 
and experiences.

Prospects bound for the Fort Nor­ 
man oil fields on 
the 
Mackenzie 
River to seek their 
fortune

spring 
will he able— if they have 
$1,500 to spare— to fly to the 
new 
bonanza land by dirigible balloon. 
Major Jenner and Major Wollan 
of Los Angeles, promoters of the air 
line, recently visited northern 
Al­ 
berta to select a site for an 
air­ 
drome. The airship they will use is 
now on order in New York and will, 
they declare, 
have 
a capacity of 
350,000,000 
cubic feet of gas and 
will be capable of flying at a rate 
of seventy miles an hour. It will car­ 
ry thirty-two passengers, five tons 
of freight and 700 gallons of gaso­ 
line. 
The southern terminus of the 
dirigible 
route will be either Peace 
River 
Landing, 
at the end of the 
Canadian Pacific’s northern spur,* or 
Fort McMurray, at the end of the 
Alberta & Great Waterways 
Rail­ 
way. 
From either of these places 
I an airline to Fort Norman is about 
900 miles. 
‘*The recent discovery of a gush­ 
er well on the Mackenzie River has 
led scientists 
to believe 
that 
the 
world’s greatest reservoir of oil has 
been 
tapped 
pnd 
unquestionably 
will result next spring

REPORTED 


Average Salary of School Teachers 
10 Years Ago Was $2.62 With 100 
Working Days 


Indianapolis-, Ind., Mar. 7.—There 
are approximately 12,000 
common 
schools in Indiana, 
according 
to 
figures available here today. This is 
an increase of about 2,000, during 
the last ten years. 
In 1911, Indiana had 10,K1 com­ 
mon schools. Of these, 9,310 
were 
township 
schools 
and 
845 
city 
schools. A total of 5,796 were brick 
buildings a n d —4,335 
were 
frame 
structures. 
Every year between 150 and 
200 
new schools are being constructed, 
the figures showed. 
In 
1911, 
Indiana 
claimed 
355 
high schools including private and 
parochial. Today there, are 
2,732, 
not including those not 
recognized 
by the state department of public 
insf ruction. 
The average 
salary 
of 
school 
teachers ten years ago was 
$2.62 
with 
approximately 
100 
working 
days each 
year, 
it 
was 
learned. 
Should the bill which is p eein g in 
the legislature Income a 
law, 
the 
lowest average daily wage (if teach­ 
ers would he $3.17 while there is no 
limit to the maximum. 
High school teachers in 1911 were 
paid ail average salary of 
$4.93 a 
day and it is believed the high school 
teacher this year will draw an av­ 
erage of about $5.00 a day with ap­ 
proximately 200 working days. 
In 
some communities, the school 
year 
averages nine months, while in oth­ 
ers it is as low’ as six months. 
So far as could 
lie ascertained, 
there are only two common schools 
and n<> high schools which straddle 
the state boundary line. One of these 
m located at Union City and 
the 
other a t College Corners, both of the 
Indiana-Ohio state 
line. 
At 
these 
places, the teachers are required to 
hold two licenses, one for 
Indiana 
and one for Ohio. 
This kind of a school is generally 
considered “meat’’ for the 
Young­ 
ster who wishes to play “hooky”. In 
event that he 
should 
stay 
away 
from school and goes into 
another 
state, to extradite him. This proce­ 
dure usually takes a week at 
least 
and the best thing that principals of 
he schools or teachers are able to 
do L to wait until 
the 
youngster 
wishes to resume his school 
room 
seat.
